City Clean

ME 1 ople of the city can play an ime«

portant part in helping the nuthorit
keep the eity elean, says J. [, Neeson,
Deputy Chief of the Burean of ITighways,
wlia has charge of the street cleaning and
the collection of rubbish, ashen nnd garbage,

“Keeping the city clean and the collection
of waste of all kir ,"* sald Chief Neeson,
“‘Is renlly an engineering problem, and the
modern development of it has come within
the last ten or fifteen years, For fifty years
the clenning had been done by contractors,
nlthough there wis one whort period in that
time during which the city essaved to do the
work ns we are now dotag i, But, for some
repson, after this period it reverted agaln to
the contractor system. Thiz was much nsed
ae in nrguinent by the opponents of munic-
ipal eleaning.

“The public ean do a 1ot in helping the
officinls keep the elty elean I it only will
de it. With the Intelligent co-operation
the people we could have a eity altwost 100
per eent olenn: withent that eo-operation
the task hecomes nlmost hopeless,

A Gigantle Task

“The husiness of keeping the streets elenn,
collecting the nslion, waste and j, rhnge vosrs
more than £3.000,000 a year. Cleaning and
enlleeting In the built-up arens nlone menns
keeplng elean about one hundeed  square
miles of tereitory.  We eolleet ashes anid
rubbish onee 1+ week and garbuge four thnes
n week; but in certaln nr the more densely
popnlated  eetiods there s a daily eolleetion
of gnrhage.

Phis 18 more than the avernge Ameriean
city gets, for outslde of Philadelphin and
New York thore are usonally garbage collec-
tions not wore than three times o woeek.
This woull nlko be sufficient in Philndeiphin
if peaple would 1ake more care in the man-
ner in whicl the garbage is made ready for
the ecollectors,

vftiest of nll, we need more and better

How to Handle Ashes

“The manner in which the publie enn
do the most Is to be more carcful of the
way in which the nshes and waoste are put
ont.  There 1s only one woy to handle
nshes, and thnt 8 to usge g metal contalner ;
and this should not be filled all the way
1o the top. A lurge number of persons put
it theley ashes 1o uny nanner, some not
oven using 4 contuiner of any sort, but
wrapping them In papers or putting them
in wonden bhoxes, cardbonrd bhoxes, pench
biskets and  slmllar receptacles, none of
which s sultable.  Oeenslonnlly we will
find the ashes glmply dumped on the pave-
wment, from which tliey have to be shoveled
up.

“The men have not the tims to do this
work and then elean up after they have
done It Woomlen Loxes nre t'npm-lndy had,
as they often breale and are usually filled
05 fmf as they will go. At least three
inches whould be left at the toap, In order
thut the nuisance from dust be inlmised,

“We also insist that nshes and rabhlish
be kept separnte, because they are disposed
of In different manners.  Up to the present
time we have been putting the waste mate-
riul, that s rubblsh, on the open city
dumps, but the thme hos come when we are
